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During  1906,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  277  throughout 
the  whole  district,  which  for  registration  purposes  has  been  sub¬ 
divided  into  4  Sub-districts. 

1.  Weaverham,  having  an  area  of  18,000  acres,  includes  Acton, 

Barnton,  Crowton,  Cuddington,  Delamere,  Eddisbury, 

Hartford,  Little  Leigh,  Oakmere,  and  Weaverham. 

2.  NORTHWICH,  having  an  area  of  10,891  acres,  includes 

Allostock,  Anderton,  Cogshall,  Comberbach,  Leftwich, 
Lostock  Gralam,  Marbury,  Marston,  Nether  Peover, 
Wincham,  and  Winnington. 

3.  Over,  having  an  area  of  12,472  acres,  includes  Clive, 

Darnhall,  Eaton,  Little  Budworth,  Marton,  Moulton,  and 
Wimboldsley. 

4.  Middlewich,  having  an  area  of  12,938  acres,  includes 

Bostock,  Byley,  Davenham,  Kinderton,  Lach  Dennis, 
Rudheath,  Stanthorne,  Sproston,  and  Whatcroft. 
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The  population  for  the  Rural  District  was  estimated  to  be  23,700 
in  the  middle  of  the  year,  which  is  distributed  amongst  the  four 
districts  as  follows  :

Births.— The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  590,  which  is 
23  less  than  last  year,  and  65  less  than  the  ten  years’  average.  The 
rate  is  24‘4  per  1,000. 

Of  these  births  299  are  of  males  and  291  of  females,  while  110  of 
them  were  in  Weaverham,  103  in  Northwich,  39  in  Over,  and  47  in 
Middlewich.  Twenty-six  of  these  births  are  of  illegitimate  children, 
which  is  equal  to  1*09  per  1,000  of  the  population  or  4*4%  of  births. 
The  full  quarterly  details  are  shown  in  Supplementary  Table  I. 

Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  is  263,  of  which 
103  occurred  in  Weaverham,  102  in  Northwich,  31  in  Over,  and  32 
in  Middlewich,  while  5  occurred  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Leftwich. 
Thirty-three  deaths  were  from  zymotic  and  septic  diseases,  20 
from  consumption  of  the  lungs,  and  11  from  consumption  of  other 
organs,  12  from  cancer,  33  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  other  than 
consumption,  5  from  alcoholism,  19  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  13 
from  accidents,  1  from  suicide,  34  from  old  age,  and  the  remainder 
from  various  other  causes. 

There  were  19  inquests  held  :  Accidental  drowning  being  the 
verdict  in  4  cases,  scalds  in  1,  suicidal  poisoning  1,  6  natural  causes, 
and  run  over  by  trains  and  traps  3.  One  death  was  uncertified,  an 
old  person  77  years  of  age. 

The  death  rate  is  11’3  per  1,000,  which  is  the  actual  lowest  for 
ten  years,  and  2’ 7  less  than  the  average. 

The  birth  rate  is  more  than  double  the  death  rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  1  year  is  6. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
1  year  is  60  :  18  being  in  Weaverham,  27  in  Northwich,  6  in  Over, 

and  7  in  Middlewich. 

The  rate  per  1,000  of  living  persons  is  2’5,  and  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  is  101,  which  is  the  lowest  for  ten  years  ;  but  it  still  shows 
that  the  Infantile  Population  is  decimated  during  its  first  year.

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The  Tables  V  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  different  causes  and 
ages  of  the  deaths,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  nearly  one-third  of  the 
total  deaths  occur  during  the  first  week  of  life.  Premature  birth 
accounted  for  6  of  these  deaths,  infectious  diseases  1,  marasmus  12, 
tubercular  diseases  6,  lung  diseases  9,  and  various  other  causes  for 
the  remainder. 


Zymotic  Deaths. — The  total  number  of  these  is  31  :  5  being 
from  measles,  1  from  scarlet  fever,  7  from  diphtheria  or  croup, 
3  from  typhoid  fever,  9  from  diarrhoea,  1  from  puerperal  fever,  and 
2  from  erysipelas,  and  3  from  influenza.  Five  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  viz. :  4  diphtheria,  and  1  typhoid  fever. 

The  zymotic  rates  were  calculated  upon  the  7  principal  zymotic 
diseases,  which  are  :  Smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  typhus  and  typhoid  fever,  and  diarrhoea. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  causes  is  21,  and  the  rate  per 
1,000  is  *8. 


Zymotic  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  these  occurring  in 
the  district  was  135,  more  than  half  being  scarlet  fever,  viz.,  72  : 
there  were  29  diphtheria,  20  erysipelas,  8  enteric  fever,  and  6 
puerperal  fever.  Of  these  cases  62  were  sent  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  41  being  scarlet  fever,  16  diphtheria,  and  5 
enteric  fever. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  heaviest  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year — the  totals  for  the  four  quarters  in  sequence 
being  29,  26,  19  and  61. 

The  bulk  of  the  cases  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and  occurred  between 
the  ages  of  3  and  15,  which  is  significant  as  being  the  school  ages, 
and  the  preponderence  of  the  diphtheria  cases  is  also  during  the 
school  age,  which  confirms  the  opinion  that  schools  are  the  great 
disseminating  factor  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  children. 

The  scarlet  fever  was  of  an  exceedingly  mild  character,  and  was 
widely  spread  over  the  whole  district  with  a  greater  incidence  in  the 
Semi-Urban  Districts,  such  as  Barnton,  Lostock,  Winnington  and 
Weaverham. 

The  same  remarks  as  to  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  apply 
also  to  diphtheria,  in  fact  during  the  third  quarter  they  seemed  to  go 
hand  in  hand.  The  diphtheria  was,  however,  not  so  uniformly  mild 
in  character,  many  of  the  cases  being  severe  and  5  proving  fatal. 
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School  Closure. — The  Barnton  National  School  was  closed  on 
November  20th,  as  10  of  the  scholars  were  suffering  from  scarlet 
fever ;  the  closure  was  enforced  until  after  the  ’Xmas  holidays,  and 
certainly  with  a  good  effect  upon  the  further  outbreak  of  cases  in 
the  village. 

Supply  of  Antitoxin. — Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby 
any  Practitioner  can  obtain  a  supply  of  antitoxin  free  of  cost,  by 
furnishing  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient,  the  Council  reserving 
the  right  to  charge  the  recipients  if  they  are  deemed  not  to  be 
necessitous  persons. 

Factories  and  Workshops.— The  number  of  these  is  136, 
2  being  workplaces,  25  are  bakehouses,  only  1  of  which  is  under¬ 
ground,  and  that  is  only  ‘  underground”  on  one  face,  being  built 
into  a  bank. 

These  have  been  inspected  regularly  and  kept  limewashed  and  in 
sanitary  condition.  Seven  nuisances  have  been  dealt  with,  and  one 
prosecution  for  smoke  nuisance. 

The  conditions  throughout  the  district  are  good. 


Two  Homeworkers  reside  in  this  district,  but  take  their  work 
from  other  districts.  Their  premises  are  excellent. 


Water  Supplies. — Of  19  samples  of  water  which  have  been 
analysed  by  the  County  Analyst,  9  have  proved  bad.  Four  of  these 
were  from  Higher  Cuddington,  and  a  new  water  supply  is  in  process 
of  construction. 

In  2  more  of  these,  water  has  been  provided  from  tanks,  and  the 
remaining  3  samples  were  from  new  wells  for  new  houses,  but  other 
water  has  been  found  and  provided. 

An  extension  of  water  supply  has  been  carried  out  at  Anderton. 

The  water  supply  at  Barnton  is  exceptional  in  being  drawn  from 
springs  very  near  the  surface,  in  fact,  much  of  it  is  surface  water, 
and  a  rent  has  been  paid  to  the  farmer  who  occupies  the  gathering 
ground  to  compensate  him  for  not  ploughing  up  or  manuring  the 
ground — this  he  now  seeks  to  set  aside,  and  it  behoves  the  Sanitary 
Authority  to  secure  the  grass  surface  from  being  broken  up  and 
manured  at  any  cost,  as  the  risk  to  some  3,000  souls  will  be  exceedingly 
great. 
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In  fact,  so  grave  is  the  matter,  that  steps  should  be  taken  either  to 
secure  these  rights  in  perpetuity  or  to  cast  about  for  another  water 
supply. 

Sewerage  Works. — A  new  works  has  been  completed  at 
Barnton  during  the  year,  to  deal  with  the  sewerage  of  the  low- 
lying  portions  of  the  village ;  it  is  an  up-to-date  installation  on  the 
septic  tank  principle. 

Those  to  the  other  townships  have  been  maintained  in  efficient 
order. 


Housing, — The  number  of  plans  passed  for  new  houses  is  48, 
but  it  gives  no  idea  of  the  almost  desperate  need  there  is  for  new 
houses  in  this  as  in  other  districts.  The  depopulation  of  the  Country 
would  not  be  a  matter  for  consideration  if  any  Country”  could  be 
obtained,  but  suppose  any  eligible  ratepayer  wishes  to  come  into  the 
Country  he  cannot  get  a  house  or  a  cottage,  he  cannot  get  a  small 
holding,  and  he  cannot  get  a  plot  of  land  upon  which  to  build  a  house  ; 
there  is  no  village  green  or  common  upon  which  he  can  rest  in  9  out 
of  10  villages,  and  in  fact  the  only  Country  open  is  the  dusty  high 
road  or  the  public  house,  and  yet  we  hear  all  kinds  of  reasons 
piously  expressed  why  the  ‘  Rural  Depopulation  ”  goes  on.  Let 
the  Municipal  Authorities  acquire  land  and  let  it  on  reasonable  terms 
for  building  or  cultivating,  and  there  will  soon  be  as  fine  a  peasantry 
in  England  as  ever  there  was. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  for  new  houses,  there  were  4  for  additions 
to  houses,  2  for  farm  buildings,  1  workshop,  1  slaughter-house, 
1  clubroom,  and  1  bothy. 

Against  this,  there  were  11  houses  condemned  by  the  Medical 
Officer  as  unfit  for  habitation  :  Barnton  4,  Lostock  6,  and 
Crowton  1. 

In  one  case  a  summons  was  taken  out  before  the  Justices,  and 
adjourned  by  them  to  give  the  owner  more  time  to  effect  the 
necessary  repairs  which  was  eventually  done. 


Canal  Boats  have  received  the  attention  of  the  Inspector,  and 
of  60  inspected,  40  were  conforming  with  the  regulations,  and  20 
others  were  not  doing  so,  of  these  19  were  remedied  and  1 
is  pending. 
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Slaughter-houses. — There  are  now  22  of  these  on  the  register, 
a  new  one  having  been  built  during  the  year. 

In  some  of  the  townships  there  have  been  cases  of  slaughtering 
in  most  improper  and  unsuitable  places,  and  some  amendment  of  the 
law  granting  more  real  power  over  slaughter-houses  is  a  real  and 
grave  requirement,  as  in  outlying  districts  it  becomes  impossible  to 
control  the  sale  of  the  meat  in  any  way.
